This year the classes of 1824 and 1949 
of Lompoc High School are being 
honored by the Pioneer Society. Mrs. 
Earl Calvert and others will talk about 
the events of 1924 at the dinner. Many of 
the graduates of both classes are 
expected to be present and they will be 
introduced as will former students and 
teachers of Rinconada and Chicquero.

GUADALAJARA, 
Mexico (U P I) — 
President Luis Echevarria stuck to his 
refusal to deal with the kidnapers of his 
aged and ailing father-in-law today and 
police searched for three suspects 
believed to have entered the country 
secretly from Cuba. 
Police sources said all three suspects 
had been released from Mexican prisons 
last year as ransom for kidnaped U.S. 
Consul General Terence Leonhardy and 
had been sent to Cuba

People 
claim ed 
responsibility 
for 
kidnaping 
Jose 
Guadalupe Zuno Hernandez, 83, and a 
kingmaker in Mexican politics for the 
past half century, in Guadalajara on 
Wednesday. 


A Mexico City radio station said the 
Front was demanding a $1.6 million 
ransom and release of 100 political 
prisoners. 
Police sources said two of the three 
men suspected of taking part in the Zuno 
abduction held up a Guadalajara bank 
three months ago for $40,000. 
Their transfer to Cuba was part of a 
deal in which 30 Mexican political 
prisoners were freed in exchange for the 
release in May, 1973, of Leonhardy, who 
had been kidnaped by the same group 
that claimed it seized Zuno two days 
ago. 
Echeverria assented to the Leonhardy 
exchange but said that from then on 
there would be no dealings with political 
kidnapers. 
More than a dozen Mexican notables 
have been abducted in the past two

Gov. Reagan will veto legislation that 
would bring an estimated $180,000 to

The governor’s reported intentions 
were disclosed by Dr. Jim Rowe, Santa 
Barbara 
County 
associate 
school 
superintendent. Rowe said Verne Orr, 
administration financial chief told him 
Reagan would veto SB 1592 in line with 
past positions on educational funding. 
The legislation was approved by the 
Senate and Assembly last Wednesday 
along with the acceptance of Assembly 
amendments. SB 1592 authorizes $74 
million for additional aid to be paid out 
at the rate of $15 per average daily 
attendance. Lompoc Unified School 
District would get an estimated $180,000 
based on ADA of about 12,000 students.

killing Doros Loizou, the 
driver, and wounding the driver’s wife, 
who acted as Lyssarides’ secretary. 
A police spokesman said Lyssarides 
dropped to the floor of the car when the 
gunmen opened up with submachine 
guns. He was was cut on the head by 
glass splinters. 
Lyssarides told newsmen after he left 
the hospital where he was treated that 
Loizou, the dead driver, had studied at 
Boston University and his wife is an

Board of Supervisors, directing them to 
appear before the County Grand Jury 
next Tuesday in Santa Barbara 
The subpoenas did not specify the 
nature of the Grand Jury probe, 
according to county authorities. But it 
was assumed they had to do with the 
Zaca Lake Resort bribery case which 
erupted Aug. 19 with arrest of Raul 
Navarro, 36, suspended administrative 
aide to Boara chairman Charles F. 
Catterlin, on charges of bribery. 
Some 
county 
authorities 
were 
predicting that the subpoenas to the 
supervisors 
indicated 
the 
bribery 
investigation might be expanding, with 
possibility 
of 
indictment 
of 
other 
parties. 
Other developments in the case 
involving the ill-fated Zaca Lake Resort 
development project were: 
—The 
district 
attorney’s 
office, 
apparently preparing for an expected 
criminal trial relating to the case, has 
requested a large number of county 
records concerning Zaca Lake Resort 
proposal and hearings. Records are 
being sought from the clerk of the Board 
of Supervisors, the County Office of 
Environmental Quality, and presumably 
other 
county 
agencies 
concerned, 
including the Planning Department. 
—Planning Director Britt Johnson 
said Cal-Pac Recreational, Inc. officials 
who are operating the resort have 
requested 
a 
session with him to 
determine uses still open to them They 
have refused to sign a limited use 
permit which bans overnight camps. 
Navarro has pleaded innocent to three 
bribery counts after his arrest by 
sheriff’s officers Aug. 19 
He claims the $1,000 he obtained that

TOKYO (U P I) — Terrorists bombed 
the 
headquarters

Japanese 
industrial 
giant 
today, 
showering 
Tokyo's office district with a hail of 
broken glass that left scores of dead and 
wounded lying on downtown streets 
Police reported seven persons killed 
and 121 wounded in the bomb blast at the 
nine-story Mitsubishi Heavy Industries 
building 
Most of the victims were 
slashed by deadly slivers of flying glass 
The thunderous explosion, which came 
soon after a telephoned bomb warning, 
rocked 
Tokyo’s 
downtown 
office 
district, smashing windows for blocks 
around the battered Mitsubishi building 
The shrill sirens of ambulances and 
fire engines wailed across the entire city 
as authorities rushed all available 
rescue equipment to the scene 
One 
witness 
reported 
Mitsubishi 
workers scrambling out of the battered 
building like "animals fleeing a forest 
fire." Firemen rushed to help the 
victims, 
screaming 
"kyukyusha!" 
(ambulance!) over and over again. 
Police blamed the blast, which ripped 
through the building at the height of the 
noon rush hour, on a terrorist bomb. 
Mitsubishi switchboard operators told 
authorities a young man telephoned a 
bomb warning five minutes before the 
explosion. 
" I 
want 
you 
to 
take 
shelter 
immediately because we are planting 
two time bombs on the street in front of 
Mitsubishi Heavy Industries," the caller 
said. "This is no joke. ” 
He threatened a second terror attack 
Saturday against a company plant in 
Osaka, Japan s second largest city and 
300 miles west of Tokyo. 
Every window in front of the building 
was shattered Shards of glass covered 
the street making the sidewalk look as if 
it were coated with snow. 
The blast also shattered windows in 
the 
Mitsubishi 
Electric 
Machinery 
building across the street and several 
other off ice structures in the area 
Women, their faces and arms covered 
with Mood from glass cuts, were being 
led from the Yokohama Bank Building a 
half -Mock away. 
Firemen who entered the foyer of the 
Mitsubishi Building, dodging the still 
falling glass, found the area shattered. 
The floor and foyer were covered with 
the blood of dead and injured 
Most of the damage was confined to 
the foyer, where the blast shattered the 
celling, ripped out electrical wires and 
twisted air conditioning vents. 
On the second floor, the corridors 
were splattered with the blood of office 
workers who had made their way to 
safety after being slashed by flying 
glass. 
Witnesses said there was no panic. 
Uninjured 
workers 
helped 
injured 
employes, bandaging the victims with 
first aid kids and leading them to safety. 
In the corridor outside the second 
floor office, a girl with her face and legs 
bandaged stood in shock and cried. 
" I can’t move, I can’t move," she 
sobbed, resisting efforts of other women 
to lead her out of the building. 


Police and firemen carried a steady 
stream of injured from the building and 
other structures in the area for more 
than a half-hour after the explosion. 


Ford calls on American students 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (U PI) - President 
Ford, citing the Communist youth of 
China as an example of what young 
people can do, today called on American 
students to join the battle against 
inflation 
—‘‘our 
urgent 
domestic 
threat.” 
In an address to the Ohio State 
University graduating class in which he 
asked 
labor 
for 
a 
“ great 
new 
partnership’’ to increase the nation’s 
productivity and to combat inflation, 
Ford said America’s youth is “ its 
greatest untapped’’ source 
He told the 2,500 graduates that "with 
the Vietnam war over and the draft 
ended, your duty now to your country is 
to enlist in the campaigns being waged 
against our urgent domestic threat 
—especially inflation which is public 
enemy No. 1." 
In an unusual comment for an 
American president, Ford hit hard on 
the 
theme of Communist Chinese 
productivity, stressing its growth and 
inc reasing tech nology. 
"Chinese 
productivity 
is 
gaining 
momentum, and the majority of Chinese 
are young people, highly motivated and 
disciplined,” Ford said. "As human 
beings, 
we 
celebrate 
the 
rising 
capacities of the Chinese nation, people 
with a firm belief in their own destiny. 
“ As Americans motivated by free 
competition, we see a distinct challenge 
and I believe all Americans accept that 
challenge.” 
Ford flew from Washington to deliver 


the commencement address and receive 
an honorary degree 
He planned to 
return to the White House in the 
afternoon to meet with leaders of 
national student organizations and to 
bold more conferences on the federal 
budget. He and his family will spend the 
weekend at Camp David, Md. 
He received a warm airport greeting 
and when be walked on stage of St. John 
arena, the university’s basketball arena,

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A bill rolling 
back a program requiring 3.8 million 
California motorists to install $35 antis­ 
mog devices on 1966-70 cars was set for a 
showdown vote today on the Assembly 
floor. 


The biU (SB2471) by Sen 
John 
Holmdahl, D-Oakland, would require 
installation of the devices in the South 
Coast Air Basin for all cars during the 
next year. Motorists in other portions of 
the state would have to buy the devices 
only on change of ownership. 


The measure was designed to roll back 
statewide requirements imposed by the 
State Air Resources Board that all 
eligible 1966-70 model cars be equipped 
with the devices during the next year.

Constant dust control study

The “ Search” story, which 
cited surprising facts on the 
health hazards of diatomaceous 
dust, was unexpected in the 
medical field 
The 
San 
F ra n c is c o 
Chronicle’s 
article 
brought 
these facts and more to the 
attention of an unsuspecting 
public. 
The paper by Dr Reginald 
H. Smart and Dr Walter M. 
Anderson 
presented 
hard 
evidence of the dust's harmful 
capabilities. 
The worker’s strike at J-M 
was long and 
bitter; they 
wanted 
improved 
working 
conditions. 
And 
federal 
and 
state 
governments were called in to 
find out what the facts were 
about diatomaceous earth and 
what should be done to protect 
workers in the industry 
At the time, Dr. W. Clark 
Cooper, now an occupational 
health consultant in Berkeley, 
had just taken over as director 
of the Division of Occupational 
Health of the Public Health 
Service 
under 
the 
U.S. 
Department 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare. Dr. 
Lewis 
J. 
Cralley 
and 
he 
conducted the survey with the 
assistance of doctors from the 
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California, 
Nevada, 
and 
Oregon 
state 
health 
departments 
The historical survey began 
m 1963 and the findings were 
published in 1968. Besides J-M 
and the Great Lakes Carbon 
plant (now G ref co) in Lompoc, 
three plants that mine and 
process diatomaceous earth in 
Nevada 
and 
Oregon 
were 
investigated 
Dr. Cooper says it expressed 
in “quantitative terms how bad 
the 
disease 
was” 
in 
the 
industry 
The survey also suggested 
ways the disease could be 
prevented, 
“ although,” said 
Cooper, “ we recognized the 
fact that many of the things we 
recommended 
were already 
being done in the industry. ” 
J-M, for example, had begun 
giving workers yearly x-rays, 
setting-up a dispensary with a 
full-time nurse, and starting 
strict dust control measures. 
In 1963, Dr. Cooper, on his 
own initiative and with the 
support of the Public Health 
Service, conducted a 10-year 
follow-up survey at the J-M 
plant in Lompoc to see what 
had happened to the doubtful 
and 
positive 
cases 
of 
pneumoconiosis and whether 
any new cases were beginning 
to develop. 
“ I found at that time no new 
cases had occurred in anyone 
who had come to work since the 
original study, and I realized 
that was a fairly short time, 10 
years, although earlier we had 
found 
people 
getting 
the 
disease as early as five or six 
years from when they started 
working,” he said 


Dr. Cooper came back for a 
16-year follow-up at J-M in 1961 
and 1970 and, he said, “ again 
found 
no new cases were 
developing and that there was 
very little progression in the 
earlier cases ” 


Last month, Dr. Cooper was 
in Lompoc to begin a 20-year 
follow-up study — this time 
under a contract with J-M 
“ It’s now getting down to 
what I ’d say is kind of a critical 
testing of this,” he said. “ We 
know without any question that 
the 
co nd itio ns 
are 
incomparably better than they 
were before 1952 at J-M, but 
whether they are good enough 
to keep anybody from ever 
getting 
anything, 
I ’m 
not 
prepared to answer "

The reason they aren’t 
seeing it isn’t because anything 
has happened to the ability of 
the dust to produce disease, but 
because of the 
ventilation, 
strict 
house 
cleaning, 
and 
requiring 
respirators. 
The 
operation of this plant has been 
a beautiful example of applied 
industrial hygiene.” 
Besides 
Dr. 
Cooper, 
Dr. 
Milton Duncan, 214 South H St., 
who 
was 
the 
J-M 
plant 
physician from 1954 to 1972, 
praised 
the 
dust 
control 
systems 
and 
protective 
equipment 
at 
J-M. 
Tom 
McCall, 
president 
of 
the 
International 
Chemical 
Workers Union, Local 146, feels 
they are now safe.

backlog of legislation, passing 
measures to toughen up on 
cancer quacks and keep gov­ 
ernment snoops out of personal 
financial records. 
Adjournment 
could 
come 
tonight, but was expected to be 
Saturday 
Senate 
officials 
estimated 
some 300 measures would come 
before the re-election minded 
house before lawmakers could 
go home for the traditional 
Labor Day campaign kickoffs. 
During 9 4 hours of floor 
session Thursday, lasting until 
10 30p m., the Senate narrowly 
passed 
a 
measure 
raising 
possible penalties for cancer 
quackery from a misdemeanor 
to a felony. 
That means convicted quacks 
could be sent to prison for up to 
five years. 
The controversial measure 
(AB3046I 
by 
Assemblyman 
Robert C. Cline, R-Northridge, 
was returned to the Assembly 
for acceptance of amendments 
on a bare majority, 21-15 vote. 
Opponents warned it could 
halt any experimentation to­ 
wards unorthodox, but perhaps 
successful cancer treatments 
Democrats defeated a chai 
lenge by Republicans to con 
firm 
four of 
Gov 
Ronald 
Reagan s appointments to key 
state boards for positions that 
would stretch deep into the 
term 
of 
the 
state’s 
next 
governor. 
The bitter debate continued 
formally 
and 
informally 
throughout the entire day 
Also passed and returned to 
the Assembly was a sweeping 
measure to safeguard a per­ 
son’s private financial records 
from the probing eye of police 
and other government officials. 
The bill (AB1609I by Assem- 
blyman Alan Sieroty, D Los 
Angeles, would require authori­ 
ties to go through normal legal 
channels, such as obtaining a 
search warrant or subpoena, 
before looking through bank or 
insurance records.

Evers jump called 'easy7 


LOS ANGELES (UPl) - Daredevil 
Evel Kmevel’s jump over the Snake 
River Canyon in Idaho Sept. 8 is "a piece 
of cake,” world land speed record holder 
Gary Gabelich said Thursday. 
“ I don’t think it’s dangerous at all," 
the 34-year-old Long Beach, Calif., 
speed king declared. "If the public is 
expecting him to get killed or hurt, 
they’re going to get robbed because he’s 
not going to. 
"The element of risk is very small. I 
think his jumps over cars are a lot more 
dangerous." 
Gabelich, who set his land speed 
record of 622.407 miles per hour at the 
Bonneville Salt Flats in Utah Oct. 23, 
1970, admitted he was "jealous” about 
the $6 million price tag put on Knievel’s 
jump. ’ 
"I just wish 1 would have thought of it 


first," he stated. "But I’m willing to 
make him a deal. If he'll pay me $1 
million, I’ll take his place. He could 
keep the other $5 million." 
Now fully recovered from a drag 
racing accident April 7, 1972, a crash 
that almost ripped off his left forearm 
and broke his left leg so severely that 
more than a year later he still wore a 
cast, Gabelich considers Knievel "a 
showman." 
"He’s just doing his thing,” the 
Californian continued. "I really feel 
with the amount of manpower and 
technology behind him, this shot is going 
to be a piece of cake. Because he’s a 
showman, he’s been able to build this 
thing into something the public is going 
to want to watch. 
"It will be interesting to see the 
public s comment after he does it."

Concerning the imminent bankruptcy 
of 
Pan American Airways, a few 
observations 
1. 
A 
direct 
subsidy, 
by 
the 
government, 
is, 
or 
ought 
to 
be, 
excluded It is always the easiest thing 
to do — to bail out an enterprise in 
economic trouble. It is usually the 
wrong thing to do There are exceptions, 
mostly to do with the national defense. 
If the only company in the United States 
engaged 
in 
the 
manufacture 
of 
intercontinental missiles is faced with 
bankruptcy, obviously you bail it out. 
But the normal way to do this is to pay 
enough more for the missiles to keep the 
company afloat. 
Pan 
Am 
is 
not 
entirely unconnected 
with 
the 
national 
defense A country the 
size of ours needs a 
strong backup civil air 
fo r c e 
And 
th e 
facilities of Pan Am 
are 
extraordinary, 
perhaps even unique 
2 
Pan Am argues that it cannot 
effectively compete for two reasons 
primarily. The first of these is that the 
airlines against which Pan Am does 
compete are 
for 
the 
most 
part 
subsidized by foreign governments. How 
— she asks — is it possible, let us say, to 
compete against Air France, when Air 
France receives a government subsidy 
greatly in excess of the subsidy Pan Am 
receives for carrying the mail? 
It is true that foreign air carriers are 
for 
the 
most 
part 
government 
. subsidized And this permits them to 
continue to fly passengers at rates that 
disguise the real cost. However, it is 
also true that the International Air 
Transport 
Association sets uniform 
rates. 
So 
that 
Air France 
flying 
passengers from Paris to New York 
must charge the same fare as Pan Am 
charges. 
The suspicion is that having knocked 
off the private airlines, the public 
airlines 
would 
revise 
their 
fares 
upwards, to minimize the drain on the 
sponsoring governments. If Pan Am and 
TWA were knocked out of the skies, Air 
France would have a jolly time getting 
all American business to Paris from 
New York. For so long as it costs Air 
France more money than an American 
passenger pays out to make the trip, 
then in effect the French government 
would be making a gift of the difference 
to American passengers But in fact, 
either the price would eventually go up; 
or, having knocked out the competition, 
the seats on Air France’s planes would 
be so full that the line would become 
profitable. 
3. Pan Am’s second complaint is 
against the institution of cabotage. She 
is not permitted to pick up a passenger 
inside the United States except to land 
that passenger in another country. She 
has, in a word, no feeder airline. 
Clearly, before asking the United States 
government for ten million dollars per 
month, Pan Am should be permitted 
either to merge with a U.S. feeder line 
(the first step); or to merge with our 
other principal world airline, TWA. 
There can be no plausible excuse for 
standing in the way of such a merger 
under these circumstances. 
We are reminded, once again, of the 
awful distortions caused by the increase 
in the price of oil. Pan American has 
been losing money for about seven 
years. But things were beginning to look 
up when we were zapped by the oil 
cartel. In the 12-month period after the 
quadrupling of the prize of oil. Pan Am 
would need to spend an extra 200 million 
dollars for its fuel. 
That sum, almost double the amount 
of the requested subsidy, reminds us of 
the great distortions that continue to be 
caused by the oligopolistic advantages 
of the oil exporting countries. And 
reminds us that we really have not 
developed a national strategy to protect 
ourselves against the ravages of that 
economic act of aggression. It is all very 
well to smile our way about the Middle 
East 
with 
the 
leaders 
of 
these 
governments. But meanwhile they are 
impoverishing the world, and bringing 
insecurity 
to 
great 
industrial 
institutions — like Pan Am 
We are taling here not economics, but 
politics. Oil is selling not at the price 
that would result from a free market 
bargaining 
situation; 
but at 
price 
controlled by politicians. It is simply 
overdue 
for 
the 
United 
States 
Government to devise a formula for 
self-protection.

WASHINGTON - t NEA) - The clean 
elections bill just voted by the House of 
Representatives is a sham. 
If enacted, it would 
be a trap for honest 
candidates and a pro­ 
tective 
screen 
for 
crooked politicians. It 
could not be enforced. 
The 
co m m ittee 
report itself admits 
the bill is so complex 
it “ m«ay make com­ 
pliance most difficult 
even with the most 
conscientious 
effort 


This impossibility of knowing what 
was legal and what not could discourage 
honest citizens from entering politics — 
depriving us of that new blood hoped for 
after Watergate. A man who has made 
good in private life would not want to 
submit his reputation to the dangers this 
bill would create. However honest, he 
would inevitably run risk of corruption 
charges, perhaps being hauled before a 
board or court on technicalities. Though 
he might beat such trumped up cases, 
his reputation would be left in shreds. 


Yet all of us know political corruption 
can be reduced only if we are able to get 
public spirited citizens who have proven

themselves honest in private life to run 
for office 
The 
bill, 
if 
en acted , 
would 
paradoxically make more difficult the 
conviction 
of 
can d id ates 
who 
intentionally but deviously break the 
law. 
It 
would create a range of 
exceptions to what must be reported and 
exceptions to illegalities. The lines 
between what must be reported and 
what could be kept hidden, and between 
what would be legal and what not, are so 
fuzzy that any accused candidate with a 
battery of skilled lawyers would be able 
to escape conviction. Swindlers love 
complex, 
devious 
laws 
filled 
with 
contradictory provisions and marked by 
loose language which can be used to 
“prove' innocence. 
Though this bill allegedly prohibits 
laundering campaign funds, donors and 
organizations need only use a minimum 
of legal ingenuity to continue dirty 
business as usual. 
Though 
the bill 
specifically 
bans 
donations by foreign nationals in one 
section, other paragraphs open the door 
for such gifts. 
In writing, individuals are prohibited 
from donating more than $1,000 to any 
one candidate. But an exception here 
and a special provision there would 
make it possible for a careful donor to 
give many times this amount to one man 


without breaking the law. In addition, he 
could give multi-thousands to a political 
association which could then give to his 
candidate. The bill says that the donor 
would not be able to designate which 
man his gift would go to. But he could, 
without difficulty, choose an association 
which he knew would give to the 
candidate of his choice without the 
necessity of actually earmarking the 
dollars. 


The 
bill 
would 
prohibit political 
associations from giving more than 
$5,000 to a candidate (his principal 
committee being excepted). Evading 
this provision would be ridiculously 
simple. The association would merely 
need to set up 5, 10, 15 or 20 subgroups 
each deciding “independently” to give 
up to $5,000 each. Or it could publicize 
him directly to its membership without 
limit. Groups with millions of members 
in the aggregate could thus spend 
without limit. 


Since many political associations are 
already 
fragmented 
by 
their 
very 
nature, it would be difficult indeed for a 
court to declare illegal the deliberate 
fragmentation of rival groups aimed at 
meeting 
this 
competition 
without 
running 
into 
severe constitutional 
questions involving equal rights and free 
speech.

Sorrowful plea 


A few weeks ago a young 16-year-old 
boy died in Goleta Valley Hospital as the 
result 
of 
injuries 
suffered 
in 
a 
motorcycle accident. On our desk today, 
we have a letter from his brother, 
Danny Skeeters, and we believe the 
message he brings is important enough 
to quote portions of the letter: 
“It’s been 11 hours since it happened. 
My litUe brother Jeff lies in the Goleta 
Valley Hospital. For three hours, two 
surgeons battled the massive head 
injuries. Still to come in the following 
weeks, 
if 
my 
brother 
lives 
are 
operations on his pelvis, legs, chin, 
neck, bladder and kidneys. If he lives... 
“As I sit in my car 
writing 
this, 
my 
brother’s 
life 
ticks 
away. Although I am 
only 15 feet from his 
room, 
Jeff 
is 
a 
thousand miles away. 
Not hearing or seeing 
or eating, he doesn’t 
have the faintest idea 
of where be is or what 
has happened. It’s a 
shame that the last 
images etched on his 
mind are concerned 
with a car turning in 
front of him and Jeff 
flying off his bike. I 
wonder if he saw the 
ground rushing up to 
meet his face ... 
“I just saw my litUe brother again. 
His dying heart beat is irregular, his 
breathing shallow. Why? A helmet could 
have saved his life. They’re cheap, 
considering. They’re lightweight, they 
come 
in 
different 
colors, 
they’re 
fashionable. And yet he wasn’t wearing 
one. If anyone pays attention to this 
story, they will see the stupidity of it all. 
A $35 helmet could have saved several 
thousand dollars in medical fees. It 
could have saved his friends, both boy 
and girl, a lot of anguish and frustration. 
But most of all, it could have saved my 


little 1&year-old motorcycle riding, 
mile-a-minute brother. 
“If this story saves just one person the 
anguish and frustration of watching 
someone close to you die, it will be well 
worth the writing effort on my part. 
“For those of you who read this story 
and 
continue 
to 
ride 
motorcycles 
without helmet, I pity you and your 
friends and relatives. When they come 
to look at your washed-up face and gawk 
at the tubes running out o# your nose and 
throat, they’ll understand. But you 
won’t. You won’t have to. All you’ll 
remember is your head and body 
tumbling and crashing on the hard 
pavement. Then you won’t remember a 
thing ever again. 
“At 1:20 a.m., 33 hours after the 
accident, my little brother died His 16- 
year-old moustache would never grow to 
its full bushy glory. What a waste.”
